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BOARD APPROVES 4.4 PER CENT TUITION FEE INCREASE 


A general 4.4 per cent increase in under¬ 
graduate student tuition fees was 
approved by the UVic Board of Gover¬ 
nors at its April 21 meeting. 

The approved fee increases represent 
an increase of $4 per unit, which will 
total an approximate increase of $60 per 
year in tuition costs for full-time 
students. 

The increase raises the per course unit 
fee to $94 from $90. 

The fee increases for 1987-88 will keep 
U Vic’s tuition fees on a par with those at 
Simon Fraser University, wrote UVic 
President Dr. Howard Fetch in his fee 
recommendation to the Board. 

UVic fees ranked from third to fifth 
highest in the country in 1986-87, 
according to a schedule of tuition fees at 
27 Canadian universities having 3,000 
or more full-time students. UVic’s rank¬ 
ing for 1986-87 remains unchanged from 
1985-86, except for Faculty of Engineer¬ 
ing fees which moved from fifth to third 
highest, the schedule presented to the 


Games for Victoria? 

Members of the UVic community 
will be watching closely when the 
bid from Victoria to host the 1994 
Commonwealth Games goes for¬ 
ward next month. 

Should Victoria be selected as 
the Canadian city to stage the 
event, and if Canada’s chosen 
city is selected over other coun¬ 
tries’, the decision could have a 
far-reaching effect upon the 
university. 

Thousands of athletes, tour¬ 
ists, and dignitaries would flock 
to the city for the event, and some 
of the facilities built to accommo¬ 
date them would likely be at 
UVic. 

A feasibility study which has 
been approved in principle by 
City Council suggests that facili¬ 
ties needed in the capital region 
would include a 30,000 seat sta¬ 
dium, an athletes’ village, gym¬ 
nasium space, outdoor cycling 
track, and rowing facilities. 

Council has given approval in 
principle to spending $50,000 for 
Victoria to put together a bid for 
holding the games, which must 
be before the Commonwealth 
Games Association of Canada by 
May 20. 

A CGAC site selection commit¬ 
tee will tour cities bidding for the 
Games in late spring or summer, 
and the bidding cities, possibly 
short listed, will make formal 
presentations to the committee 
by November, 1987. 

Other cities known to be mak¬ 
ing bids are Richmond, Edmon¬ 
ton, Regina, Halifax, London, 
Winnipeg, Windsor, Ottawa, 
Hamilton, and Thunder Bay. 

UVic President Dr. Howard 
Fetch was on the independent 
panel of selected citizens which 
examined the feasibility study 
before it went to City Council. 


Board indicates. 

“The largest undetermined factor 
which affects the 1987-88 budget and the 
required tuition fee increase is the 
adjustment to be made in faculty and 
professional staff salaries,” wrote 
Fetch. 

“If the Board of Governors grants a 4 
per cent across-the-board increase, as 
seems well justified, the University 
faces a potential shortfall of about $1.7 
million which must be offset by a combi¬ 
nation of an increase in revenues and a 
decrease in expenditures,” stated the 
President. 

David Sinclair, chairman of the Board 
Finance committee, said increasing stu¬ 
dent fees by 4.4 per cent will offset about 
one third of the gap seen in UVic faculty 
salaries compared with the general 
national average. 

“Faculty salaries have fallen signifi¬ 
cantly behind the general national aver¬ 
age. The concern of the Finance 
committee is that if that situation is 


allowed to continue, there will be an ero¬ 
sion in the quality of faculty. It was felt 
this year there should be an attempt, 
subject to availability of funds, to at 
least bridge some of that gap,” said 
Sinclair. 

Prior to the open session of the Board 
student representatives met with the 
Finance committee in closed session to 
discuss fees. 

Alma Mater Society President Klaus 
Mulert distributed his address to the 
Board to the media, following the 
meeting. 

“The Alma Mater Society, although 
keenly aware of the financial restraints 
of the University, are of the strong opin¬ 
ion that the limited financial benefits to 
be derived ... through a 4.4 per cent tui¬ 
tion fee increase would be greatly out¬ 
weighed by the extreme hardship that 
such a policy would inflict upon students 
adding to an already desperate situa¬ 
tion,” said Mulert. 

Mulert pointed to a study from Stan¬ 


ford University “that showed that for 
every one hundred dollar reduction in 
tuition fees, participation in post secon¬ 
dary education increased by seven per 
cent for low income groups.” 

Mulert, on behalf of the AMS, 
requested the Board to freeze tuition 
fees. Students are faced with some of the 
greatest hardships in times of unem¬ 
ployment, he said. 

The AMS president said the Canadian 
Federation of Students expects the stu¬ 
dent summer employment rate to be 
higher this year than last. “For stu¬ 
dents, who have only four months to 
work full time, unemployment can have 
devastating effects as the income from 
this period has to help to support them 
for an entire year.” 

“We believe that the ultimate goal of 
the Board of Governors and the Alma 
Mater Society is the same, to make avail¬ 
able high quality accessible education 
for all, regardless of economic back¬ 
ground,” said the student president.

Also nominated for the team award 
were the UVic varsity rowing eights— 
with every rower a national team 
member and led by Olympic gold medal¬ 
lists Brian McMahon and Kevin Neu- 
feld. The team stunned the crews of 
Oxford, Cambridge, and Harvard to win 
the Victoria Boat Race last year. 

Gareth Rees, rookie player on the Vik¬ 
ings rugby team, was named Victoria 
junior athlete of the year. Rees has been 
named one of the top 15 rugby players in 
the world—junior or senior—by Rugby 
World magazine. 

Simon Keith, talented soccer player 
who was one day headed for Canada’s 
World Cup team before he had to 
undergo a heart transplant, was given 
the Victoria Shield award for courage.

Learned Societies to meet at UVic 

Approximately 7,000 university teachers and reseachers will be visiting 
UVic to attend the 1990 Learned Societies Conference, Dr. Howard Fetch 
announced at the April 21 meeting of the Board of Governors. 

The Learned Societies Conference is Canada’s most prestigious 
annual academic gathering. This is the first time UVic has hosted the 
event. 

The Learned Societies Conference, held each year in a different part of 
the country, is the forum for the annual meetings of the academic socie¬ 
ties in the social sciences and humanities. As many as 90 societies, 
representing nearly all the fields of human science research, will be 
taking part. Delegates will be attending from throughout Canada. 

The conference will take place over an 18-day period, with an estimated 
1,700-1,800 delegates in attendance at any given time during the 
conference. 

“The impact of such a large conference on Victoria will be significant. 
It’s expected the benefit to Victoria’s economy, as a result of goods and 
services purchased will be in the neighbourhood of $4 million,” Fetch 
stated. 

“The natural attraction of Victoria could very well boost attendance 
beyond 8,000 delegates, making this the largest Learned Societies Con¬ 
ference ever.” 

Fetch believes businesses throughout the tourism and service sectors 
will benefit bevond the conference itself. 

“Delegates will learn about Victoria and what it has to offer, and I’m 
sure many will return again in future for vacations with their families.” 

The conference will also provide benefits to UVic. 

“Having the conference here will be an enormous advantage for our 
faculty and our graduate students. Our graduate students seldom have 
the opportunity to attend these conferences, and now they will be able to 
do so.” 

“More of our faculty will also be able to benefit from having the 
conference on campus and the travel expenses which are saved can be 
used for other purposes,” Fetch concluded. 
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STUDENTS PLAY NEW ROLE 


The B.C. Government's new student aid 
program places unprecedented responsi¬ 
bilities upon students, according to Nels 
Granewall, manager of UVic Financial 
Aid Services. 

“The basic key to the whole concept is 
that students must now take responsibil¬ 
ity for their education," said Granewall, 
in a discussion following the March 27 
release of the report of the advisory com¬ 
mittee to the Student Financial Assist¬ 
ance Review. 

While describing his understanding of 
how the new program will affect stu¬ 
dents, Granewall stressed that he is 
overwhelmingly pleased with the work 
of the^committee chaired by Les Bullen. 

“It is very significant that the govern¬ 
ment appointed three students to the 
commission,” he adds. There were also 
three government appointees, two post 
secondary administrators, and one 
member of the general public. 

Although student aid officials do not 
yet know the details of how some of the 
provisions of the new program will be 
put into effect, the following paraphrase 
illustrates Granewall's understanding 
of how the student responsibility factor 
might be applied: 

In this “rather harsh scenario”, if a 
student from Terrace needed $7,200 for a 
year of studies at UVic, he might decide 
to work and save $700 towards his educa¬ 
tion costs. This would leave him with a 
$6,500 shortfall. Under the program, eve¬ 
rybody has to start by borrowing $3,000. 
The next $2,880 would be from the equal¬ 
ization fund. Then he would receive up to 
another $500 from the relocation grants. 
So $3,380 of his education costs would be 
non-repayable. But, what if the student, 
after seeing how much money he was 
going to receive, decided to go to Califor¬ 
nia and surf for the summer? If he did 
this, and he couldn't prove that he had 
done everything he could to find work, in 
the fall, when his application was 
reviewed, the money from the equaliza¬ 
tion fund would be reconverted to a 
repayable loan, Granewall predicts. 

“We don't know all the details at this 
stage. But, this is our understanding of 
how the program will work.” 

A “tricky area”, Granewall adds, will 
be interpreting the government's stipu¬ 
lation that students take on volunteer 
work to fulfill their responsibilities, when 
paying work is not available. 

And, a major outstanding issue is 
“what will happen to the students of the 
restraint generation who have walked 
out with very substantial debts?” 

Nonetheless, Granewall has nothing 
but praise for the government's investi¬ 
gation into the student aid situation. 

“I'm truly impressed. I didn't think 
that we would have this kind of improve¬ 
ment in this time.” 

In the Feb. 6 edition of the Ring, 
Granewall presented a list of changes he 
hoped the student aid review would 
effect. “The work they have done brings 
into fruition almost all of the things on 
my wish list.” 
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IN STUDENT AID 

Granewall's list asked for a $12,000 
ceiling on the amount of debt that stu¬ 
dents could be realistically expected to 
assume while studying for a university 
undergraduate degree. This was the 
amount the committee set the debt load 
at, for students completing university. 

His other wishes were for special 
financial consideration for students 


A safety check carried out of the UVic 
Visual Arts Building has resulted in sug¬ 
gestions and recommendations to 
improve the conditions in which paint¬ 
ing, drawing, sculpture, printmaking, 
and photography students are working. 

The safety check was requested by 
UVic President Dr. Howard Fetch, and 
conducted by the university occupa¬ 
tional health and safety officer Richard 
Piskor on April 1. 

The safety tour was conducted a week 
prior to a public information meeting 
and tour of the Visual Arts facilities on 
April 8, organized by students to protest 
what they called overcrowded and 
unsafe conditions. 

Piskor's findings were presented to 
the Board of Governors at its April 21 
meeting. 

The M Hut used by Visual Arts “cer¬ 
tainly has a number of deficiencies. We 
have each year been spending on reno¬ 
vations and alterations, and this year 
we will again,” Fetch told the Board. 

“There certainly are problems with 
the building itself, and also in that stu¬ 
dents seem to remove some of the safety 
devices on some of the tools and equip¬ 
ment,” said Fetch. 

“It's been our experience in the past 
that it's hard to get them to understand 
the problems associated with some of 
the materials they handle. Getting them 
to observe the safety procedure required 
has been a problem for many years.” 

Improved ventilation, clearly marked 
and better exits, better storage for paints 
and solvents and repairs to the leaking 
roof of M Hut were among the improve- 


The University Garden Friends annual 
plant sale will be held May 3 at UVic's 
Old Gym.

ments called for by Piskor in the memo¬ 
randum presented to the Board. 

The memo calls for replaced machine 
guards on some power tools, more per¬ 
sonal protective equipment and proce¬ 
dures to ensure it is properly used, and 
proper marked containers for solvents, 
paints and acids. 

Problems associated with overcrowd¬ 
ing result in hazards in specific areas, it 
says. More individuals should have at 
least basic first aid training, and there is 
concern regarding student supervision 
after hours. 

“In conjunction with this, there is 
apparently no formal program of stu¬ 
dent instruction with regard to safety in 
the handling and use of materials.” 

Dean of Fine Arts Dr. Tony Welch, 
members of the local media, and a crowd 
of students attended the meeting called 
by students in the lounge of M Hut April 
8 . 

Welch said he would be submitting 
this year's requests from the Fine Arts 
departments, for improvements and 
alterations, to the UVic administration 
May 1. 

“This isn't for us. This is for the 
future,” said one student. “Fm con¬ 
cerned about new students coming in,” 
said another. 

Students said visiting artists who 
recently visited the department made an 
issue of the working conditions. At the 
meeting, students issued a written 
release citing their concerns, which 
included overcrowding and problems 
with headaches and respiratory ail¬ 
ments due to toxic fumes.

Centennial Stadium 
to get major faceiift 

Centennial Stadium on the UVic cam¬ 
pus will soon be getting a facelift thanks 
in part to a $71,000 contribution from 
UVic. 

The proposed $735,000 upgrading of 
the stadium's track facility will include 
installation of a new superior grade syn¬ 
thetic track surface and night lighting. 

UVic's contribution was approved at 
the April 21 Board of Governor's 
meeting. 

The improvements will bring the track 
up to international standards and the 
night lighting will make it possible for 
the facility to be used year-round. 

Centennial Stadium was constructed 
in 1967 as a cooperative effort of UVic, 
the provincial government, the city of 
Victoria, the municipalities of Saanich 
and Oak Bay and Esquimalt. The oper¬ 
ating costs are shared by the repres¬ 
ented organizations based upon a cost 
sharing formula. 

Funding for the $525,000 track 
upgrading have already been committed 
by the B.C. Lottery Fund and the Victo¬ 
ria Track & Field Club. UVic's contribu¬ 
tion will go towards the $210,000 cost of 
installing the night lighting. Pledges 
are also being sought from School Dis¬ 
trict #61 and the various cities and 
municipalities on the Centennial Sta¬ 
dium Committee. 

The stadium upgrading is expected to 
be undertaken this summer.

PREGNANCY MONITORING TECHNIQUES AID SIGNAL PROCESSING RESEARCH 


The following article has been sub¬ 
mitted to the Ring by the Business 
and Industry Development Centre 
on campus. The BIDC is encourag¬ 
ing technology transfer between 
the university and industry. This 
article is part of a series highlight¬ 
ing research being promoted by the 
BIDC. 

Applying techniques developed for lis¬ 
tening to the heartbeats of a pregnant 
mother and her fetus may seem 
unlikely to be the solution for obtaining 
accurate data while drilling for oil. But, 
in fact, these methods are exactly what 
UVic Electrical Engineer Dr. Lynn Kir- 
lin is successfully using. 

Supported partially by United States 
naval organizations and a number of 
major oil companies, Kirlin’s research 
and consulting involves image, sonar 
and seismib signal processing. 

His current work involves two oil com¬ 
panies drilling in the field, Amoco Oil 


and Teleco Oil, U.S. corporations with 
branches in Calgary. 

“They are transmitting data acousti¬ 
cally from the bottom of the drill hole,” 
Kirlin explains, “and there are other 
acoustic noises present. Fm using the 
same techniques employed in the fetal- 
/mother process to filter out unwanted 
noises. We can then get clear access to 
important technical drilling informa¬ 
tion, such as measuring the resistivity of 
the drilling mud, location and orienta¬ 
tion of the bit and the physical proper¬ 
ties of the material it is going 
through—a host of important data.” • 

Sophisticated image and signal pro¬ 
cessing is Kirlin’s main area of interest 
and expertise, and he has been much 
involved in moving the highly complex 
theories into the world of industry. “My 
work entails trying to separate informa¬ 
tion in the form of signals from noisy 
data,” he says. “As well as in the geo- 
seismic field, (oil exploration) it has 
applications in speech, sonar, radar. 


astronomy and medicine.” 

“In the area of speech, the problem is 
to design devices to separate true voice 
signals on the phone, for instance, from 
background noise. You may want to 
separate one voice from the noise created 
by a roomful of people talking.” 

“With sonar and radar, there are 
many military and industrial applica¬ 
tions. The same principles hold^ 
zeroing in on sounds you want to hear. 
The process is called ‘beam forming’, 
which allows one to listen in certain 
directions, and tune out or subtract 
things coming firom other directions.” 

Medically, the process can be used to 
aid in listening to body sounds, such as 
an ECG for instance, in order to accu¬ 
rately hear a heart pulse. It is now possi¬ 
ble to listen to a mother’s heart pulse on 
the sensor—or that of her unborn baby— 
by filtering out the interference. 

In astronomy, the process has visual 
as well as auditory applications. The 
light from a number of stars can be 
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screened out in order to clearly see that 
emanating from an individual star, pro¬ 
viding access to a whole range of data 
otherwise obscured by interference. It 
can be applied to photography as well, 
when, for example, a cluttered obscure 
image can be cleaned up and enhanced, 
providing visual access to details pre¬ 
viously lost in the ‘snow’. 

Kirlin says his work for Amoco Oil 
and Teleco Oil incorporates many 
problem-solving methodologies typical 
of signal processing, each usually an 
individual topic for an entire Electrical 
Engineering course. Among the metho¬ 
dologies used are: data encoding and 
decoding, modulation and demodula¬ 
tion, data detection, adaptive noise can¬ 
celling, adaptive channel equalization 
for removal of inter-symbol interference, 
and synchronization theory. Kirlin 
says, “It is professionally and person¬ 
ally rewarding to apply these various 
tools to real problems and see positive 
results.”

Huus, who has Werdnig Hoffman Dis¬ 
ease, a neuromuscular disorder, is study¬ 
ing for her B.A. in psychology. Vey, who 
is blind, is working for her B.A. in psy¬ 
chology and sociology. 

The Fund was created by the 
Montreal-based company, Imasco 
Limited, in 1981, the “International 
Year of the Handicapped.” Since 1981, 
50 scholarships have been awarded 
from an endowment which started at 
$100,000 and has since increased to 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Huus and Vey are the first UVic stu¬ 
dents to receive Imasco scholarships, 
and the only ones from western Canada 
to win awards this year, says Student 
Financial Aid Manager Nels Granewaii. 

The scholarship program is open to 
disabled students who are Canadian 
citizens or landed immigrants, and are 
full-time university students or plan¬ 
ning to enrol for the coming year. 

Disabled students are strongly 
encouraged to apply for an Imasco scho¬ 
larship, which can be renewed through¬ 
out an undergraduate degree program.

AGAR GRANTS GO TO BIOLOGISTS 


Three research groups from the UVic 
Biology Department have received 
grants worth a total of $53,978, in the 
Science Council of British Columbia’s 
15th annual AGAR (Assistance Grants 
for Applied Research) competition. 

The grants have been awarded to 
Dr. Alan Austin, Dr. Jack Littlepage 
and Dr. Merlin Leong, and Dr. Marcus 
Bell. Their projects all involve co¬ 
operation with off-campus firms. 

AGAR grants provide seed money to 
scientists and engineers in B.C. univer¬ 
sities, non-profit research agencies and 
private companies. They are intended to 
expand the base of the provincial econ¬ 


omy by developing new products, sys¬ 
tems and processes, or improving 
existing ones. 

When announcing the recent awards. 
Council chairman Ur. Denis Connor 
expressed the hope that the number of 
UVic scientists and engineers applying 
for AGAR grants would increase in 
future competitions. 

The current awards to U Vic are: 

• a grant of $26,000 to Austin for the 
production of aquatic biofilm biomass 
and protein for use in aquaculture 
feedstocks. 

• a grant of $20,978 to Littlepage and 
Leong for the development of a new. 


rapid procedure for detection of the IHN 
virus in Pacific salmonids. 

• a grant of $7,000 to Bell, for reclaiming 
coal mined lands in the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains with native nitrogen-fixing plants. 
This is the third year of support for Bell 
and his associates, who intend to 
transfer the results of their research to 
commercial seed producers who would 
sell the plants to mine operators. 

The AGAR grant competition has 
awarded close to $30 million since the 
program began in 1979. The deadline for 
the 16th competition is May 1 of this 
year.

Fees up for parking, 
athletics and residences 

Students, faculty and staff at UVic will 
soon be paying more for residence fees, 
parking rates, athletic and recreation 
fees as a result of increases which were 
approved at the April 21 Board of Gover¬ 
nors meeting. 

On a daily rate comparison, the 
increase in the recommended residences 
room and board rates for 1987-88 will 
average 4.43 per cent over the 1986-87 
rates. However, as the 1987-88 term is six 
days shorter than in 1986-87, the actual 
term rate will increase by an average of 
1.62 per cent. 

The actual increase varies depending 
upon the type of room and board situa¬ 
tion which exist for residence students. 

Dr. Trevor Matthews, Vice-President, 
Administration says these increases 
will keep UVic’s residence rates in line 
with those at other universities. 

Effective September 1, 1987, parking 
rates will increase an average of 4.74 per 
cent. General reserve parking will 
increase to $65.00 per year, general stu¬ 
dent parking to $37.00 per year and Uni¬ 
versity Centre parking to $148.00 per 
year. All other categories will increase 
accordingly. 

Also slated for increases are the 
athletic and recreation fees—the first to 
be levied since 1982-83. Students taking 
four and one-half units per term will see 
fees rise $8 to $10 per term. Students 
taking fewer than four and one-half 
units per term will have fees raised to $5 
per term. Graduate athletic and recrea¬ 
tion fees will also increase to $10 per 
term. 

Also confirmed at the BOG meeting 
was an increase in the Alma Mater 
Society activity fee for the purpose of 
providing greater support for CFUV, the 
campus radio station. This $1.50 per 
term increase was proposed by the Alma 
Mater Society as a result of a March stu¬ 
dent referendum in which 71 per cent of 
the students who voted supported the 
increase in fees.

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For the second year in a row, a UVic astrono¬ 
mer has been appointed a CAP (Canadian 
Association of Physicists) Lecturer. Dr. Chris 
Pritchet of the Physics Department presented 
the 1987 CAP Lecture at the Universities of 
Manitoba, Winnipeg, Brandon, Saskatchewan, 
Guelph, and at McMaster University in Hamil¬ 
ton during the month of March.

She was 
appointed by the conference to be a member of 
their national Task Force for the study of AIDS 
and the Family, and will contribute to the pro¬ 
duction of a comprehensive report and set of 
policy recommendations scheduled for com¬ 
pletion this fall. 


Diana Coder (Personnel) started speed skating 
while she was growing up In Dawson Creek. “I 
raced for fun and started competing right 
away,” she says. Coder was in training for the 
Olympics when she suffered a knee injury 
while teaching a fitness class, in 1981. The 
injury forced her to stop skating entirely, until 
this January. For the first time in six years she 
put on her skates, and at the end of February 
headed for the B.C. Winter Games in Fernie, 
B.C. Her comeback was dazzling—she entered 
four races and skated away with the gold medal 
for 800 metres and silver medals for the 400. 
600 and 1,000 metre events. “I wasn’t that sur¬ 
prised. I sort of expected it of myself,” says this 
natural athlete. At the age of 26, Coder says she 
is skating now “for fun, to get back into it. I’m 
not going to train for the Olympics anymore. I 
just want to pick it up as a hobby. It’s a good 
form of exercise.” In the future, she may train 
others. “I may develop into a coach. I’d like to.” 
Coder can often be found on the rink of the 
Esquimalt Sports Centre, where speed skating 
club members informally coach one another. 
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UVic’s first employee, electrician Mike Dvorak, 
Is retiring at the end of April. Dvorak came to 
Canada In 1949, after he had built up his own 
electrician’s business In Czechoslovakia, then 
seen it taken over by the Communist govern¬ 
ment. In 1959, when UVic was still Victoria Col¬ 
lege on the former Lansdowne Campus, Dr. 
Harry Hickman. Dr. Bob Wallace and Dr. Hugh 
Farquhar hired Dvorak as a maintenance man 
to work at Gordon Head. “I was the Tirst person 
they hired,” says Dvorak. “There’s never a dull 
moment. We’ve never been overstaffed. From 
1959 to 1968 I was the only electrician here. I 
singlehandedly looked after 27 huts, the Elliott 
Building and lecture theatre, the old library, 
one wing of the Clearihue, and then the 
MacLaurin and the Cornett.” One of Dvorak’s 
memorable jobs was taking out 50,000 feet of 
old wire and replacing it with another 50,000 
feet underground, to light up the Ring Road 


lamps. Being an electrician at UVic Is like work¬ 
ing In a town with a population of 10,000, he 
points out. Electricians on campus don’t 
change light bulbs anymore, but they do a var¬ 
iety of jobs including repairing toasters and 
washers and dryers in residence, and maintain¬ 
ing hot water and heating appliances all over 
the premises. Dvorak is taking early retirement 
at age 64. “I’ll be a free man again,” he says. 
“After 28 years here and 50 years in the electri¬ 
cal trade, it’s time for a change. He plans to 


Expansion of the University Centre 
cafeteria has been put off to a later date. 

Renovations to the cafeteria were to 
begin this month, according to the sche¬ 
dule drawn up last year. Now, although 
“we desperately need it,'' the renovation 
must be postponed due to a lack of funds, 
reports Director of Student and Ancil¬ 
lary Services Ted Sawchuck. 

“Rather than go into debt, we will 
build up .reserves and then it will be 
done." 

The reserves in the Food Services 
budget have been used up by renova¬ 
tions to the Raven's Wing and Coffee 
Gardens in the Commons Block, which 
were in excess of $1 million and more 
expensive than anticipated, Sawchuck 
explains. 

The schedule, which had put the Cen¬ 
tre cafeteria renovations first on the list, 
was changed when Food Services offices

took over the space formerly occupied by 
the Raven's Wing. This led to building 
the new Raven's Wing in the Commons 
Block, and completing the work in the 
Commons Block with the renovations to 
the Coffee Gardens. The whole thing 
started with renovations to the Com¬ 
mons Block servery, where students in 
residence pass through to get food, Saw¬ 
chuck says. 

The remaining projects are to refur¬ 
bish the main dining hall in residence 
next summer, and to renovate the Centre 
cafeteria “which will come as we acquire 
the resources. We will need at least four 
or five hundred thousand." 

The plan for the cafeteria was to 
expand seating capacity out over the 
patio area, and to leave the windows 
intact until the renovations were almost 
complete.
